The  total  number  cf  deaths  from  all  causes  was  165. 

The  Death  Rate  was  therefore  12.0  per  1,000  of  the 
population  compared  with  12.4 4 in  the  County  cf  Pembroke  and 
11.7  in  the  whole  cf  England  and  Wales.  The  rate  in  1954  was 
12.8.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT  1946, 

LOCAL  H3ALTH  SERVICES  PART  III 

Care  cf  Mothers  and  Yeung  Children. 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Ccunty  Council.  Ante-natal 
supervision  is  provided  hy  the  District-Nurse/Midwives  and  by  the 
patient’s  own  Doctor.  A maternity  outfit  is  provided  by  the  County 
Ccuncil  for  all  heme  confinements. 

There -.is  a Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Pembroke  Deck  staffed  by 
a Medical  Officer  and  the  Health  Visiter  and  District  Nurse/Mid- 
wives. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service.  ; 

There  are  three  District-Nurse/Midwives  in  the  Borough. 

The  Midwifery  ' Service  is  provided  by  the  Countj?-  Ccuncil  through  the 
agency  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  which  is  supervised  by  the 
Ccunty  Nursing  Officer  under  the  direction  cf  the  County  Medical 
Officer. 

Health  Visiting  Service. 

There  is  one  whole-time  Health  Visiter  and  School  Nurse  in 
the  Borough  working  under  the  supervision  cf  the  Ccunty  Nursing 

Officer. 

Home  Nursing 

There  are  three  Nurses  in  the  Borough  employed  by  the  County 
Council,  for  combined  Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  duties. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 
VACCINATION 


Records  were  received  cf  117  primary  vaccinations  and 
of  kO  secondary  vaccinations. 


P- -TV5NT I ON  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 
3.C.G.  VACCINATION 

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination  cf  contacts  has  been  carried  cut 
in  the  Borough  by  Dr.  Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician .since 
1950.  During  the  Autumn  Term,  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  school  leavers 
was  commenced,  that  is,  the  children  who  have  reached  the  age  cf 
thirteen  years,  written  consent  having  been  obtained  from  the  parents. 

277  children  were  skin  tested  and  of  these  39  were 

vaccinated. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  complete  the  skin 
testing  and  v acc inati on  cf  all  the  thirteen  year  elds,  whose  parents 
so  wish,  during  the  school  year.  It  will  be  necessary  to  repeat  the 
skin  testing  annually  and  vaccinate  the  negative  reactors. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHLRIA 


During  the  year  162  children  were  immunised  and  10  were 
given  reinforcing  injections. 

Beth' vaccination  and  immunisation  are  carried  out  free  cf 


charge  by  local  practitioners,  and  records  are  paid  for  by  the  County 
Council. 

THE  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council,  which 
has  seven  ambulances  in  the  County,  and  an  arrangement  for  the 
prevision  of  cars  for  "sitting  cases". 

In  1955?  the  Pembroke  Dock  Ambulance  dealt  with  404 
stretcher  cases  and  1,469  sitting  cases,  in  684  journeys  in  which 
it  travelled  37,169  miles. 

DOMESTIC  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  Heme  Help  Organiser  employed  by  the  County  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  day-to-day  administration  of  the  service. 

The  service  endeavours  to  provide  domestic  assistance  in  house-holds 
where  such  help  is  required  on  account  of  sickness  and  old  age.  This 
service  helps  to  reduce  the  need,  for  hospital  beds  and  for  Part  III 
ac  c emmed  at  i on .
